Landscape & Irrigation Comments 


June 15, 2023 


Protect in place Ficus mysorensis. PFF position is that it is a legacy tree 
(planted in 1969) and warrants preservation. ETAC will also need to provide input. 
Instead of seeing tree as a negative, see as another historical asset: perhaps it 
can be a focal point (in lieu of Palo verde tree), with wood decking floating over 
part of the root system, interpretive signage to educate about its history, 
attributes. 
Protect in place Jacaranda on northwest corner, and possibly adding a few 
new. There were 3 as part of the original planting. 
Remove Queen Palm, northwest corner (closest to the Magnolia tree) 
Fence color: Let’s explore alternatives to brown. 
Utilize special concrete, in lieu of pavers, asphalt and dg variations can be 
achieved through color, texture, surface treatment. 
o Eliminate pavers, as long term they prove to be maintenance issue 
o Eliminate asphalt in parking lot, consider concrete. Asphalt will make civic 
center plaza feel like a street, and will increase heat island 
o Eliminate DG area and replace with concrete, planter. Since the area is so 
small, let’s not bring in another material. 
Plant palette revisions: 
o Shorten List 
o Singe theme; consider Mediterranean, these plantings work best as they are 
similar climate 
o Consider eliminating century plant, fox tail agave, purple hearts 
o Delete palo verde 
o Check plant material mature heights; no shrubs greater than 4’. 
Irrigation: 
o Controller: Note number of stations 
o Need to have more discussion surrounding location of the controller. Please 
send cut sheets for wall mounted enclosure. We typically like freestanding 
pedestals, but will consider wall mount depending 
o Install bubblers at all trees, and connect to dedicated valve 
o Backflow device: install per City Standard detail
